Does Not Feel Sure Peace Treaty W ill 
Be Signed. 
Chicago, Ju ly 2.5.-—During his stop 
here on his way East, Baron Kom ura, 
the senior Japanese peace e n v o y , au­ 
thorized the following statement: 
“ At New York we shall meet M in ­ 
ister Takahira, whom we expect to 
have word from President Roosevelt, 
inviting us to call either at Oyster 
Bay or Washington. 
W e desire peace, 
yet we are not over-anxious, nor are 
we over-sanguine that the negotiations 
w ill be productive. 
A Japanese pro­ 
tectorate over Korea w ill open the 
way for Japanese immigration there 
and divert it from this country.” 
“ W e are anxious 
for 
peace, of 
course, but not over-anxious,” said Y. 
Sato, chief of the foreign office staff, 
accompanying Baron Komura. 
“ There is no peace-at-any-price sen- 
tinient in Ja i an. 
If we settle it must 
be at a lair ] lice.” 


Annapolis, Md., Ju ly 25.— The body 
of John Paul Jones is now in posses­ 
sion of the United States. 
Today it 
rests on American soil, housed tem­ 
porarily in an unpretentious vault in 
the center of the grounds of the naval 
academy 
and 
near 
the 
unfinished 
chapel in whose crypt later it is to 
find honored repose, a perpetual inspi­ 
ration to the young men of the nation 
here trained in the arts of naval war­ 
fare. 
In wonderful contrast to the days of 
the Bon Homme Richard, a fleet of 
modern 
warships 
in armaments 
of 
steel stood silent guard in strength 
and dignity as the last sea voyage of 
rile century-dead fighter came to an 
end. 
lie was put ashore with the hon­ 
ors of an adm iral: he was entombed 
with that sincere simplicity in which a 
respecting republic shows its deepest 
feeling. 
Monday the memory of his 
deeds found voice in the boom of the 
TTrimtte gun. 
The lavishness of ora­ 
tory and the splendor of pomp are 
reserved for the time when his dust 
is to make sacred the splendid naval 
abbey now being erected. 
U ntil then 
the ceaseless tread of an armed sen­ 
try will mark the nation’s vigil. 
The solemn evolutions of the funer­ 
al cortege, the impressive spectacle of 
thcj white clad jackies, marines and 
midshipmen as they stood 
in solid 
phalanx on the sea wall and later sur­ 
rounded in profound sile nce the crepe- 
draped tomb, the trembling words of 
praise and supe brreion of the black- 
robed chaplain be fore the bier on the 
threshhold of the vault, the depositing 
of the body, the musket fire in vol­ 
leys, and the sounding of the taps, all 
these were in keeping with the re­ 
vered memory to which honor was 
done. 
The people of Annapolis added their 
presence to the quiet demonstration, 
surrounding the cordon of the naval 
personnel with bared heads and in re­ 
spectful silence.

It is understood by the war depart­ 
ment that an earnest effort will be made 
in congress next winter to secure tho 
abandonment by the government of its 
reservoir system at the headwaters of 
the Mississippi river, and it is with a 
view to having information on tho sub­ 
ject to present to congress, when it is 
asked for, that General Mackenzie, chief 
of engine! rs, has appointed a special , 
commission, 
Majors Chittenden and 
Porter and Captain Judson, to make a! 
thorough investigation of the question 
in all its bearings and report its finding j 
to tho department says the Minneapolis 
Tribune. 
Engineering officers express the opin 
ion that when the matter is brought to 
a crisis next winter the twin cities will 
be found supporting the reservoirs and 
the northern part of the .‘-tate opposing 
them. 
The controversy will divide the 
delegation in congress. 
The principal argument against the j 
reservoirs as brought out thus far in 
letters to the war department, is that 
they serve the purpose of the lumber­ 
men of Minneapolis, who want to get 
their logs to market, and in return for 
this the) overflow lands which other­ 
wise would be valuable for settlement. 
Friends of the reservoirs in the de- I 
partment think it would be extremely 
unwise for the government to abandon . 
them, as they help keep tho river in its 
upper stretches open to commerce, thus 
helping hold freight rates at a proper i 
level. The raising of the channel from 
eighteen inches to two feet between : 
Lake Pepin and St. Paul, these officers 
say, means keeping St. Paul as a river , 
port in the low-water season when ship­ 
ments are greatest.
